The subject matter of claims 1-4 is not novel and does not involve an inventive step on account 
of document 1 cited in the ISR. Document 1 (claims 1-2, paragraphs [0001]~[0006], paragraphs 
[0028]~[0029], Fig. 3 and Fig. 4) pertains to an AM/FM stereo receiver and discloses providing a low 
pass filter for performing high-cut and de-emphasis, adjusting capacitance according to field strength, 
and varying the low pass filter's blocking frequency. 

The subject matter of claims 5 and 6 does not involve an inventive step on account of document 
1 and newly cited document 2. Paragraph [0003] and Fig. 4 of document 2 describe a low pass filter 
that has a time constant adjustment function constituted using a capacitor and a plurality of resistance 
elements. Employing this low pass filter in the AM/FM stereo receiver described in document 1 
would be easy for a person skilled in the art. 

The subject matter of claims 7-9 does not involve an inventive step on account of document 1, 
document 2, and document 3 cited in the ISR. Document 3 (claim 1; specification, page 2, line 13 to 
page 3, line 4) pertains to an AM/FM stereo receiver and describes technology that utilizes a single 
circuit for high-cut based on control that is different when receiving AM and when receiving FM. 
Adding technology that utilizes a high-cut circuit when receiving AM too, as described in document 3, 
to the AM/FM stereo receiver described in document 1 when it is employing the iow pass filter of 
document 2, would be easy for a person skilled in the art. 
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
